The above amendment was made to update the present status of the parent 
application. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose the method of claim 6 including loading a suture strand through a 
flexible eyelet of an insert molded non-threaded suture anchor having truncated cones 
and a blunt tip; attaching a hand driver with a cannulated shaft and handle to the 
anchor; the suture is passed through the shaft and handle of the driver, forming a bone 
hole, pushing the anchor with the driver into the hole without turning it and securing 
tissue to the anchor by tying a knot in the suture. Also not disclosed or obvious is just 
the above structure of the driver, insert molded suture anchor and suture through the 
eyelet and passing through the cannulated shaft and handle of the driver of claim 9; 
Also not disclosed is the combination of a driver having a cannulated shaft and handle 
with a recess for receiving the anchor, wherein the cannulated handle and the 
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cannulated shaft receive a suture which is loaded through a flexible eyelet of the suture 
anchor, and a distally-open narrow slot is formed axially through two opposed regions of 
the shaft wall adjacent the recess and opening into the shaft cannula, the slot is 
continuous with the recess and has a closed end along the shaft proximal to the recess, 
as in claim 1 1 .
